Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Seymore Butts Does Europe Part 1 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled Seymore Butts Does Europe Part 1 is not approved. The slick degrades 
and dehumanises the women depicted, and women in general, to a significant extent and degree. 
The purpose of the slick is to advertise the contents of the related video recording and to sexually 
titillate the viewer. Some of the photographs have an intense focus on women being penetrated in 
various positions, and sexually satisfying men. The effect of this focus is that women are put on 
display as sets of orifices to be penetrated for the sexual gratification of men. This is especially 
borne out by the large and dominating photograph on the front cover of a woman displaying herself 
in a sexual manner. The smaller photographs on the back cover reinforce this effect by presenting 
women being penetrated and sexually available. 

Consideration has been given to the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act). However, given the strength of the degrading and dehumanising elements of the slick’s 
photographs and text, the slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it were submitted 
under si 3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The likely injury to the 
public good is considered to outweigh the rights and freedoms set out in s14 of the NZBR Act.
